The bird stumbled across his new talent when a young visitor placed a miniature skateboard on his 
box outside Bouverie Place shopping centre. 

Owner Brian Maxted says curious Alby then jumped on it and didn't want to come off. The bird is 
pulled along by a piece of rope and flaps his wings to maintain his balance and keep his momentum. 

A video on his skateboarding antics on our video website www.yourkenttv.co.uk and YouTube channel 
has already attracted more than 12,000 hits. However, despite his novel talent, Mr Maxted - who cares 
for 43 owls in total - says he doesn't intend to make Alby a big attraction. • FULL STORY PAGE 3

COUNCIL bosses have refuted 
claims made by a national chari¬ 
ty that it is among the worst in 
the country for providing afford¬ 
able housing. 

It said the figures used by Shelter were 
inaccurate after Shepway was ranked 319 out 
of 323 in a league table of local authorities. 

Shelter chief executive Campbell Robb 
said: “These figures are extremely worrying. 

“With more than 2,000 households on the 
housing waiting-list in Shepway, the 
council must work far harder to ensure 
more desperately-needed affordable homes 
are provided if it ever hopes to meet the 
housing needs of the local population. 

“Independent experts commissioned by the 
council say that 1,318 new affordable homes 
need to be built each year in Shepway, but an 
average of only 33 have been delivered in the 
last year, leaving a shortfall of 1,285 homes 
per year.” 

But Shepway’s cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing, Keren Belcourt, said the council saw 
the completion of new affordable homes as a 
priority. 

She said: “This taints our reputation when 
we have worked very hard to increase the 
number of affordable homes in the district.” 

She added the council could not understand 
how Shelter had arrived at its average figure 
of only 33 homes built a year and said the 
charity had ignored the effects of the recession. 

“This figure is just not true. In 2008/09 115 
new affordable homes were completed in the

Work starts to improve 
sports-centre facilities 


THE regeneration of Folke¬ 
stone Sports Centre, which 
will see a new fitness suite, 
children’s gym, viewing bal¬ 
cony and cafe, is under way 

Work started this month on the 
£1.5 million project, financed largely 
by a loan from the Charity Bank and 
Big Issue Invest, to be paid back over 
25 years. 

The loan was secured after 
Shepway council agreed in October 
last year to continue to back owner 
the Folkestone Sports Centre Trust, 
guaranteeing its annual grant for at 
least the next five years. 

Trust chairman Derek Searle said: 
“This is a massive investment for the 
trust and we are delighted that this 
has finally come to fruition.” 

Local contractor DW Sawyer is 
insulating and recovering the roof, 
while main contractor Cosmur 
Construction started work in the old 
bar area last week. 

Phase 1 of the project will see a 
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new fitness suite, which will double 
the capacity of the old gym. 

This will be joined by a children’s 
fitness gym and viewing balcony to 
the main pool, a cafe, bar and recep¬ 
tion foyer, together with updated 
plant-room operations. 

The next phases will incorporate 
new therapy centres, two aerobic and 
dance studios, a crazy golf and mini 
golf course and facilities for street 
hockey. 

The toning studio and treatment 
rooms will be rehoused in the current 
Fitness Works gym area. 

An innovative way of raising extra 
revenue to complete the rest of the 
refurbishment has also been found, 
by allowing personal engravements 
along the new entrance. 

The name and message ‘written in 
stone’ can be bought for £20 for a 
single stone, or £40 for a double. 

Tessa Stickler, general manager of 


the centre, said: “This has been a 
huge team effort, over many years. 
The trust is now seeking ways to 
move forward in the coming years to 
phases 2 and 3, to complete the full 
project and revitalise the remainder 
of the facilities. 

‘We still want to change the front of 
the building but cannot stretch our¬ 
selves any further at this stage.” 

The centre has also launched its 
new minibus, paid for by Shepway 
and Kent councils, Folkestone Town 
Council and the Roger De Haan 
Charitable Trust. 

It will be used to help those who 
find it difficult to get to and from the 
centre and to take activities out into 
the community, such as hosting a 
dance-mat class in a village hall. 

The plans can be viewed in the 
centre’s reception for the first 10 
weeks of the 30-week project, 
although there will be some disrup¬ 
tion due to the ongoing work.

Woman accused of

Karl Butler, a 22-year-old ferry 
steward of Surrenden Road, was a 
passenger when the car crashed into 
the Lounge nightclub in Southsea 
on November 6 last year. 

Sharn Michelle Van-Gool is 
accused of causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving while over the alcohol 
limit. Prosecutors believe Van-Gool 
was driving Mr Butler’s blue Peugeot 
206 when it hit the wall at about 
2.15am. Mr Butler died at the scene. 

Van-Gool, from Gwent, did not 
enter a plea when she appeared at 
Portsmouth Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday, March 16. 

She will appear at a preliminary 
hearing at Portsmouth Crown Court 
on Monday.

A SKATEBOARDING owl from a 
Folkestone sanctuary has become a 
hit with shoppers after discovering 
his talent while out with his owner. 

Brian Maxted, 73, who runs Folkestone Owl 
Rescue Sanctuary, said he discovered 13-year- 
old Alb/s unusual skills while raising money 
for funds outside Bouverie Place. 

A video of Alby on this paper’s website 
www.yourkenttv.co.uk and YouTube channel 
has been viewed more than 12,000 times since 
Friday afternoon. 

Mr Maxted, who has 43 owls at his sanctuary 
in Downs Road, said Alby learned to skate¬ 
board “purely and simply by accident”. 

He said: “We have to go up to the town and 
collect for our owls, because we’re not funded, 
and a young boy came along to speak to the 
owls. He had one of these toy skateboards and 
he put it down on his box. 

“Alby is a very inquisitive owl, so he jumped 
on it. And once he was on, he didn’t want to 
come off it. 

“So we picked him up on the skateboard and 
put it on the ground and just pulled him along 
gently, and he seemed to take to it very well. 

“He wasn’t stressed, he was taking notice all 
the way round and he was keeping his balance, 
so I thought let’s have a bit of fun and see if I 
can get him one.” 

Despite the bird’s novel talent, Mr Maxted 
says he does not intend to make it a regular fea¬ 
ture of his owl showcase: “We don’t want to 


have him acting as a circus animal - he’ll do it 
when he wants to. 

“Owls are very stubborn birds, very strong- 
willed. Once he’s had enough, he’ll fly off. 

“He’s not tied to the skateboard, he’s com¬ 
pletely free to get off that skateboard whenever 
he wants to, and that’s what he’ll do.” 

Bam owls like Alby live for between three 


and five years in the wild, but in captivity they 
can last for up to 26 years.

Graffiti vandals 
'taking big risk' 


GRAFFITI vandals who daub their tags 
on trains, bridges and buildings are 
being warned of the dangers of their 
activities by the council and police. 

Several buildings have been tagged, 
including railway bridges near 
Folkestone Central station, and officers 
are concerned about the lengths that 
graffiti criminals are going to. 

There is also concern about graffiti 
damaging the appearance of the district 
and the social and economic costs to 
businesses and the wider community. It 
costs up to £5,000 to repaint one wall. 

Shepway council’s cleansing team 
recently launched a graffiti clean-up. 

Following the launch of a poster cam¬ 
paign advertising a text number for the 
public, information received has already 
led to three arrests. 

Shepway council’s community safety 
officer, Giles Barnard, said: “We will con¬ 
tinue to identify the offenders and help 
the police in their prosecution.” 

Sgt Gerry Meers, of the Shepway East 
Neighbourhood Unit, said: “Graffiti crim¬ 
inals risk their lives and other people’s 
lives and make the district look ugly. 

“Graffiti is a crime and costs hundreds 
of thousands of pounds to clean up. That 
is why we investigate all reports, share 
information with our partners and work 
hard to bring the offenders to justice.

district and so far this year a fur¬ 
ther 120 have been completed. 

“Both these exceed our annual 
target of 80, which is based on the 
resources available to the district. 

“Although we recognise that this 
does not meet our local housing 
needs, we are still proud of our per¬ 
formance. 

‘We insist that any new develop¬ 
ment of more than 15 homes has 
30 per cent that are affordable. The 
slowdown in the housing market 
has had a significant impact on 
this,” said Cllr Belcourt. 

“Shelter also appears to have 
judged all councils on the same cri¬ 
teria, regardless of local circum¬ 
stances. 

We challenge Campbell Robb to 
visit us in Shepway and see the 
work that we have been doing.” 

Lynne Beaumont, the Liberal 
Democrat group leader on 
Shepway council and the party’s 
Parliamentary candidate, said: 
“Yet another league table puts 
Shepway in the relegation zone, 
and this is just not good enough. 

We need to think creatively at 
Shepway how we can deliver 
affordable housing locally by look¬ 
ing at the examples set by some of 
the best-performing councils.”

Under-age drinkers' 
alcohol confiscated 


MORE than 200 bottles and cans of 
alcohol have been seized from under- 
18s in the last six months by 
Shepway’s Neighbourhood Task 
Team (NTT). 

Since the NTT was formed in 
September last year, its six officers 
have taken 217 bottles and cans 
from children who were drinking in 
public. More than 40 seizures have 
been made since the start of this 
month. 

In addition they have confiscated 
and poured away many more drinks 
that were already open. 

The NTT gets involved when 
young people are drinking in public 
as it can lead to antisocial behaviour, 
about which residents often raise 
concerns. 

There are also worries about the 
health effects on youngsters drink¬ 
ing alcohol, with some as young as 
12 years old. 

The NTT’s patrolling supports the 
work in schools to educate young¬ 
sters about the dangers and conse¬ 
quences of alcohol. 

Kent Police are also running joint 
operations with Trading Standards 
to make sure pubs and off-licences 
are not selling alcohol to those 
underage. An operation carried out 
last month led to an off-licence pro-

prietor being fined £80 for selling to 
children in Folkestone. 

The team-leader of Shepway’s 
NTT, Sgt Neil Minter, said: “This is 
just the alcohol seized by one police 
team of six officers, so in reality even 
more bottles and cans have been 
confiscated from youngsters on the 
streets of Shepway. 

“Parents who think it’s acceptable 
for their under-age children to drink 
in public need to think again. 

“It will not be overlooked by my 
team or other policing teams. We 
know it can lead to crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour, which is why we’re 
taking this stand.”

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Unemployment still felt hard in 
area despite national decrease 


UNEMPLOYMENT continues to 
rise in Shepway despite national 
figures showing a slight decrease in 
the number of those out of work and 
claiming benefits. 

The latest results for February show the dis¬ 
trict has an unemployment rate of 4.8 per cent 
and is one of only three in the county above the 
national average of 4.3 per cent. 

This represents a total of 2,768 people who 
are claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance, up by 17 
since the previous month and an increase of 
388 or 16.3 per cent in a year. 

The number of those aged 18-25 in Shepway 
who are claiming Unemployment Benefit is 
785, almost a third of all claimants. 

Out of those claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance, 
63.2 per cent have been waiting for up to six 
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months to find a job, 20.6 per cent between 
six and 12 months and 16.2 per cent for more 
than a year. 

The worst-hit ward in Shepway is Folkestone 
Harvey Central with 13.8 per cent, equal to 408 
people out of work, an increase of 106 in a year. 

The area which has seen the sharpest 
increase in percentage terms is the rural 
Elham and Stelling Minnis ward, which has 
jumped by 64.3 per cent in a year and more 
than 20 per cent just in the past month. The 
total number of people claiming Unemploy¬ 
ment Benefit there is 23. 

The wards with the biggest improvements 
include Norths Down West, which tops the 
table with a 12.8 per cent reduction in the num¬ 
ber of those claiming JSA, down from five the 


previous month to 34 people. There were also 
slight reductions in unemployment in Folke¬ 
stone Sandgate, New Romney Town and 
Folkestone Foord. 

Channel Chamber of Commerce manager 
Peter Hobbs said he was disappointed to see the 
jobless figures go up for a third month in a row. 

He said: “These bare statistics hide the human 
tragedy of unemployment. We now have another 
17 families in our area suffering the misery, 
uncertainty and hardship of unemployment.” 

He said he had spoken to Job Centre Plus staff, 
who said they were seeing increasing numbers 
of skilled people being made unemployed and 
finding it difficult to get new work locally. 

Mr Hobbs said: ‘This is bad news for our commu¬ 
nity and I believe it underlines the need for decisive 
action on the part of local businesses and the local 
authority to redouble efforts to revitalise our econ¬ 
omy and new jobs and new hope to our people.” 


Gurkhas spared 
jail over betting 

GURKHA soldiers who were due to face a 
court martial for betting in local book¬ 
makers around Shomcliffe Barracks have 
been given an llth-hour reprieve. 

Six members of 2 Royal Gurkhas, who 
are based in Folkestone, could have faced 
a two-year jail sentence, but the ban has 
now been overturned, according to a 
national newspaper. 

The ban first came about in 2008 after 
wives complained that the soldiers were 
frittering away their £16,000 salaries, The 
Sun reported. 

The six who defied the orders were 
apparently flown to a hearing from their 
current base in Brunei at a cost of 
some £10,000. 

But their solicitor, Gilbert Blades, said 
the ban breached their human rights and 
broke race laws as it discriminated 
against the Nepalese unit. 

He also said it was “irrational”, since 
there were fruit machines at the barracks. 

Mr Blades told the paper after Army 
prosecutors abandoned the case: “I should 
have had a bob or two on the result. 
Visiting a betting shop is a lawful activity.”

Tunnel to improve firo-reprossion units 


EUROTUNNEL and emergency services 
from both the UK and France have taken 
part in an important exercise. 

Known as BINAT, it is a regular event, with 
this year’s the 20th since the creation of 
Eurotunnel. 

It tests the response and coordination of the 
emergency services in the event of an 
incident in the Channel Tunnel. 

It simulated a problem on board a truck 
shuttle and involved more than 80 members 
of the British and French emergency services, 
20 actors and 20 judges and observers. 

The main conclusion from the event was 
the need for better fire-suppression units in 
the tunnel itself. 


Henri Rouanet, chairman of Eurotunnel’s 
safety, security and environment committee, 
said: “The organisation of regular BINAT 
exercises underlines the importance that the 
group attaches to the safety of its customers 
and its staff. 

“This has always been of fundamental 
importance to us. Since 1994, 250 million 
passengers and 50 million vehicles have 
crossed the Channel thanks to Eurotunnel. 

“This exercise also confirmed the need to 
implement our Salamander Project, which 
relates to the installation of four permanent 
fire-suppression stations in the tunnel to 
limit damage caused by fire once passengers 
have been evacuated.”

Fire-fighters save 
OAP from bin fire 

AN ELDERLY man was saved by his 
smoke-alarm after a fire started in his 
bin, caused by the emptied contents of 
an ashtray. 

Fire-services rushed to the man’s home 
at Sir John Moore Court in Sandgate 
after he pressed his Careline button. 

Two crews from Folkestone fire station 
were sent to the flat, where they found 
a small fire in the bin. The man was 
treated for smoke inhalation by para¬ 
medics at the scene before he was taken 
to hospital for further checks. 

Smouldering 

Folkestone crew-manager Michael 
Scott-Smith said: “It appears an ashtray 
had been emptied into the bin a short 
time beforehand, but the contents hadn’t 
been properly extinguished, so, after 
smouldering for a while, it ignited. 

“The kitchen was severely smoke- 
logged, but fortunately the man had a 
smoke-alarm which Kent Fire and 
Rescue had fitted a couple of years ago 
and this gave him early warning. 

“This incident raises two important 
safety messages: make sure you have a 
working smoke-alarm and, if you choose 
to smoke, always make sure you proper¬ 
ly extinguish your cigarette.” 

The fire service recommends you fit a 
smoke-alarm and test it weekly and 
never smoke in bed or when you’re tired, 
have taken drugs or drunk alcohol. 

Other tips include never leaving cigar¬ 
ettes, cigars or pipes unattended; use a 
heavy ashtray that can’t turn over; and 
close all inside doors at night.

MICHAEL Howard has admitted 
that his infamous television inter¬ 
view with Jeremy Paxman, in which 
he was asked the same question 12 
times, was not his “finest hour”. 

The Shepway MP’s comments came in a BBC 
documentary exploring the relevance of politi¬ 
cians today - only weeks before he is due to 
stand down after 27 years in office. 

Last week’s programme, entitled The People’s 
Politician, featured six retiring MPs who talked 
about their relationships with their constit¬ 
uents and the impact of the expenses scandal 
on Parliament’s reputation. 

Excerpts were shown of the 1997 exchange on 
Newsnight, when Paxman asked Howard - 
who was Home Secretary at the time - about 
whether he had intervened when the head of 
the Prison Service sacked a prison governor. 

Mr Howard said in the documentary: “It’s not 
the first time that a politician hasn’t answered 
a question directly. That wasn’t my finest hour.” 

Asked by presenter Tim Samuels about how 
long it would take for him to look back at the

interview and smile rather than grimace, he 
said “I can certainly smile now”. 

Later, he was questioned about politicians’ 
egos and how much vanity played a part in an 
MP’s life. 

He said: “Virtually all politicians of all parties 
go into politics because they have a sense of 
public service. That is the thing that motivates 
almost all of us and it certainly motivated me.” 

Asked whether “a chunk of ego” could go 
hand-in-hand with that desire to serve people, 
Mr Howard replied “A chunk of ego? No, I don’t 
think so particularly’. 

Exchange 

By contrast, Liberal Democrat MP Mark 
Oaten said: “Anyone who says they haven’t got 
an ego in politics is just lying. We are ego-driven.” 

Fellow Tory and Maidstone MP Anne 
Widdecombe, who was at the centre of the pro¬ 
gramme about how best to connect with voters, 
said the size of egos in the House of Commons 
was “huge”.

She said: ‘You wouldn’t be in that job if you 
didn’t believe that you had a significant contri¬ 
bution to make and therefore you have to start 
with the assumption that the MP begins with 
huge confidence in himself.” 

Ms Widdecombe famously described Michael 
Howard as having “something of the night 
about him”, a comment widely thought to have 
scuppered his chances of becoming Tory leader 
in 1997... along with the Paxman interview. 

In the same Newsnight exchange, which took 
place during the time of the Tory leadership 
contest, Paxman said “Do you seriously expect 
to be leader of your party?”. 

Mr Howard later became party leader in 
November 2003, before stepping down follow¬ 
ing the 2005 general election.

Tell us something about yourself 


A Having spent most of our life together 
working, bringing up family and studying 
in London, my wife and I moved to Sellindge 
some 16 years ago. We were very lucky to find 
a period house in which we could entertain. I 
support a trust that has international connec¬ 
tions and we host small gatherings of writers 
and artists. We were also lucky that the house 
had a large garden which kept both of us fully 
occupied. 


Q 


What would you say is Sellindge's appeal? 


A Sellindge constantly surprises one. It has 
such amazing pockets of wonder, like the 
river behind the railway line where I have 
seen kingfishers and egrets, or the folds of 
land and quarry behind Stone Hill. And then, 
of course, there are the people who live here. 

A How did you first become involved in the anti-sludge 
plant campaign? 

A When we learned that we were to be 
threatened by the proposed recycling plant 
at Otterpool Lane, I went to a meeting and 
advocated a young man to establish a resi¬ 
dents’ group, but they ended up electing me to 
do the job and I have been working with a 
great team of people ever since. Sellindge, 
Lympne, Newingreen and Stanford all have a 
terrific spirit and the threat of the recycling 


plant and the madness of building a lorry park 
at the other end of the village has brought 
about a real sense of unity here. 

Q What effect do you believe such a plant could have on 
the village of Sellindge? 

A The extension of the industrial link park 
and the proposed lorry park are evidence of 
a wider movement of industrialisation that 
must be resisted. 

This is a rural area and that is why people 
want to live here. 

Why spoil places like Westenhanger Castle, 
Port Lympne and the racecourse, which are 
major tourist attractions? 

Why bring ruin to the splendid Airport Cafe, 
serving 50,000 meals a year, or endanger the 
health of people living and working in the 21 
houses and businesses close to the quarry? 

Q What do you think of the proposed thousands of houses 
and lorry park near junction 11? 

A Can you imagine pouring millions of tons 
of concrete all over the land between 
Aldington and Sellindge just to accommodate 
lorries on the few days there are problems on 
the ferries? 

There are 7,500 HGVs going in and out of 
Dover each day and by the time the park is 
built this is expected to rise to 13,000 and 
probably more. What use then for a park 
which will only hold 3,000 HGVs - not enough 
space even for one day? So of course they will 


want to cover even more land with concrete - 
they’ll end up burying all of us. 

Q What do you think could be done to improve and 
enhance the quality of life for people in Sellindge? 

A Sellindge should be given back its village 
green, which was enclosed way back in 
1810, by the family of the farmer who now 
owns the Otterpool quarry. We could build 
houses, a pub and a new village hall around 
it and it would give Sellindge the centre that it 
deserves.

What do you like to do in your spare time? 


A The old saying ‘The price of freedom is 
eternal vigilance’ means watching as 
things happen now.

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Stone reminder of woman's 
grisly death by lonely bay 


MEMORIAL: Stone and 
plaque remembering Mary 
Bax, who was beaten to death 
by Swede Martin Lash in 1782

WALKERS at Sandwich Bay have 
long been intrigued by a memorial 
stone with an unusual inscription 
by the side of it. 

It gives the bare details of what was obvious¬ 
ly a terrible crime committed in the past and 
which must have aroused local passions 
intensely for a memorial to be erected. 

Mary Bax’s Stone, which has stood for more 
than 200 years, marks a gruesome murder. 

The story goes that on August 25,1782, Mary 
Bax was walking along the old road from Deal 
to Sandwich carrying a parcel. 

She was just beyond the Chequers Inn 
when she was apprehended by an absent- 
without-leave Swedish sailor, Martin Lash, 
who demanded the parcel. 

She refused and in the struggle was 
struck many times and murdered - her body 
being concealed in a ditch. 

The murder was witnessed by a young boy - 
the son of “a looker [shepherd] in the marshes”, 
who ran back to Deal to raise the alarm. 

A search of the immediate area proved un¬ 
productive, but it was then widened to include 
nearby towns. 

Eventually, Lash was arrested in Folkestone 
after being discovered asleep at the foot of a 
tombstone in the churchyard - still in posses¬ 
sion of the stolen parcel. 


He was taken to Maidstone gaol, tried and 
executed for Mary Bax’s murder. 

During this period in history, hanging was the 
most usual punishment for murder, while 
lesser crimes would result in a prison sentence 
or deportation to one of the colonies of the 
British Empire - usually Australia. 

Hangings could be carried out in towns and 
villagers and were usually open to public 


viewing. It was not until more than a century 
later that they were either carried out behind 
the walls of a prison or at special places such as 
Tyburn in London. 

The stone and its plaque are in a remote 
stretch of the bay but have continued to at¬ 
tract attention from historians, who managed 
to piece together the details of the murder and 
include it on a website aimed at visitors.

Foreign pair jailed 
over cigarette haul 

TWO men have been jailed for attempt¬ 
ing to smuggle 2.5 million cigarettes into 
the UK through the Port of Dover 
without paying the necessary £411,475 
in excise duty. 

Thierry Desmet, 51, a cafe-owner from 
Brussels, and Gergios Stellas, 35, a fish 
merchant from Rhodes, were sentenced 
to two years and 20 months respectively 
at Maidstone Crown Court on Friday, 
March 12. 

Stellas and Desmet were stopped 
when they arrived at Dover Eastern 
Docks on a ferry from Calais. 

UK Border Agency officers discovered 
the haul when they searched the lorry 
and found the cigarettes concealed 
among garden ornaments and pots. 

Desmet and Stellas were arrested and 
officers commenced their investigation. 

Heidi Foggon, assistant director of cus¬ 
toms criminal investigations, said: 
“Cigarette-smugglers cheat the country 
of vital revenue to fund vital public 
services like hospitals and schools. 

“Smuggling also has a devastating 
impact on honest retailers. We will not 
hesitate to take action against those 
smuggling cigarettes into the country. 

“Anyone with information about illegal 
smuggling activities should call the 
Customs Hotline on 0800 59 5000.”

Award Winning Company 
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Air ambulance searches 
lor its fund-raising stars 



TWENTY years ago, Kent’s emer¬ 
gency services changed forever 
with the introduction of a dedicat¬ 
ed air-ambulance crew. 

Within just a week of its launch, eight people 
- two of whom would almost certainly have 
died - were saved by the service. 

And since its introduction in 1990, this 
figure has soared, with hundreds now safe and 
well thanks to the committed crew. 

But officials at the Kent Air Ambulance 
Trust have admitted the real heroes are those 
who spend their time raising vital cash to fund 
the £1.7 million needed annually to keep the 
service running. 

And to show their appreciation, a special 
awards ceremony, sponsored by KOS Media, is 
being held to mark the 20th anniversary and 
thank the fund-raisers. 

John Tickner, chief executive of Kent Air 
Ambulance, said the awards - the first of their 
kind - acknowledged the huge support the 
charity had in the county. 

He said: “This year marks a special anniver¬ 
sary in the life of the air ambulance, but this 
has only been made possible by the generosity 
of the people in Kent.” 

Since 1991, almost every penny of the £1.7m 
needed per year has come from public dona¬ 
tions, with funds paying for doctors, fuel, 
training, equipment and medication. Officials 
are hoping to raise even more money so the 
service can also run through the night. 

And in 1998, when a crash took the lives of 
pilot Graham Budden and paramedics Mark 
Darby and Tony Richardson, donations flooded 
in for a new helicopter bearing the initials of 
the casualties. 

Lynn Hyder, county fund-raiser at the air 
ambulance, said the charity was now inviting 
nominations from the public saying who they 
thought should be commended for their fund¬ 
raising efforts. 

Ms Hyder said: “All these inspiring people 
have helped save lives through their generosi¬ 
ty and we think these awards are a fitting 
tribute to show our thanks.” 

The black-tie ceremony is being held at Folke¬ 
stone’s Leas Cliff Hall on Saturday, May 8.

A RESTORED mausoleum, a house built from 
a railway carriage and Ashford’s shared-space 
scheme were among the winners at the Kent 
Design Awards. 

The ceremony, organised by Kent County 
Council, saw architects behind some of the 
county’s most iconic buildings recognised for 
their work. 

Of the winners, the Damley Mausoleum, in 
Cobham Wood, near Gravesend, received the 
first-ever project-of-the-year award in memory 
of former KCC leader Lord Sandy Bruce- 
Lockhart, who died in August 2008. 

Canterbury architects Purcell Miller Tritton 
and PAYE Stonework and Restoration of 


London were applauded for their “labour of 
love” which brought the 18th century listed 
building back to life after years of vandalism 
and a major fire in 1980. 

KCC’s innovative Ashford shared-space 
scheme, which sees pedestrians and cars shar¬ 
ing the roads, picked up the town-and-village 
renaissance award. 

An unusual beach house at Dungeness 
made from a 19th-century railway carriage 
was named the residential minor-development 
winner. 

Judge Mathew Woodhead, director of urban 
design at DHA Planning in Maidstone, 
said the standard of buildings in and around 


Kent was exceptionally high. He said that 
although there were different categories with 
unique designs, there were four things judges 
were looking for. 

These were how the building interacted with 
the surrounding area; usability and who it was 
designed for; quality of the architecture; and 
whether key urban design principles were fol¬ 
lowed, he said. 

“Personally, I was really impressed by Folke¬ 
stone’s Quarterhouse. It is an iconic building 
for the community and it’s already attracting 
lots of musicians and artists. Despite being 
modem architecture, the building follows the 
same principles as the older ones around it.”

Pedestrians must 
come before cyclists 

With regard to the first phase of 
the proposed Dover cycleway, it 
was interesting to read the letter 
from Ian Taylor of the Association 
of British Drivers commenting on 
the Kent Highways proposals for 
cycleways in Dover. 

We share his concern, albeit for 
different reasons. 

Kent Highways has not consulted 
the usual user groups as per 
conventional practice. 

If this is done, any problems can 
usually be ironed out at an early, 
informed stage. 

Apparently, Highways has 
considered traffic flows but not 
pedestrians. We are all pedestrians 
at one time or another and it is 
usually their space on which 
cyclists encroach. 

In a small country, space is at a 
premium. Shared cycle/pedestrian 
use is usually to the detriment of 
pedestrians. We are concerned. 

A major factor is illegal cycling 
on ordinary footpaths and most 
cyclists ignoring red traffic lights. 

The police rarely enforce such 
rules in Dover, so life for the town 
pedestrian gets less safe by the day. 

Responsible cycling should be 
encouraged, but not at the expense 
of pedestrians. 

We share Mr Taylor’s concern for 
Barton Path, which should be for 
leisurely walking to enjoy the river 
and we have said so as part of our 
comments to Kent Highways.

AWARD-WINNING singer

His sea¬ 
faring brothers would often bring home exotic 
gifts - including, on one memorable occasion, a 
monkey - and the house was full of love and 
laughter. 

But the death of his mother when 
Landsborough was just 12 was a huge blow to 
the boy and he fell into petty crime, eventual¬ 
ly serving two months in prison. 

The shame of his conviction helped to turn 
his life around and after a few years doing 
manual jobs, a friend suggested that he should 
train to become a teacher. As a devoted 
Christian, Landsborough chose to study theol¬ 
ogy, but it soon became apparent that his 
heart lay with music and he swapped courses. 

During his 14 years in the teaching profes¬ 
sion, Landsborough did not give up his dream 
of becoming a musician and he continued to 
perform in clubs and pubs at night. His double 
life took its toll and he often had very late 
nights, followed by early mornings at school. 

When his big break finally arrived, 



Landsborough was sorry to leave the profes¬ 
sion and retained a lot of sympathy for the 
pressure that teachers find themselves under 
today. But the big time was beckoning and fol¬ 
lowing the success of his first song, 
Landsborough went on to have a career that 
must have seemed like a distant dream when 
he was a 14-year-old, picking out tunes on a 
guitar. 

Over the last 15 years, Landsborough has 
performed all over the world and even graced 


the stage at the legendary Grand Ole Oprey in 
Nashville. Despite his massive success, 
Landsborough is a simple man who only has 
ambitions to write music and entertain his 
many fans around the globe.

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Cairey excels in true story of a 
gay conman trying to go straight

RUBBER-face funnyman Jim 
Carrey delivers his best dramatic 
performance since Eternal 
Sunshine Of The Spotless Mind in 
this improbable and utterly incred¬ 
ible true story 

Based on a novel by investigative reporter 
Steve McVicker, I Love You Phillip Morris 
charts the romance of two prison inmates and 
their subsequent journey of self-discovery on 
both sides of the bars. 

Writer-directors Glenn Ficarra and John 
Requa (Bad Santa) strike a pleasing balance 
between laughter and soul-searching in this 
oddball comedy. 

Smouldering 

Crucially, Carrey generates smouldering 
screen chemistry as Stephen Russell with co- 
star Ewan McGregor, convincing us that undy¬ 
ing love and a daredevil spirit can overcome 
anything. 

Truth is far, far stranger than Ficarra and 
Requa’s entertaining fiction, which takes dra¬ 
matic licence with dialogue and abbreviates 
the exploits of their white-collar crime during 
the 1980s and 1990s. 

They escaped incarceration four times and 
paid a terrible price for humiliating the US 
prison service. 

The real Russell was handed a 144-year sen¬ 
tence and must spend 23 hours every day con¬ 
fined to his cell without visitors. That’s no 
laughing matter. 

When we first meet Stephen, he is a happily 
married police officer with a beautiful wife, 
Debbie, and a young daughter. 

However, the family man has a secret: he is 
gay. 

When he can no longer keep the secret, 
Stephen comes out to his wife and moves to 
Florida with boyfriend Jimmy. 


The cost of living fabulously is perilously 
high, and Stephen breaks the law to finance 
his lavish tastes. 

The authorities eventually catch up with the 
swindler and sentence him to time in prison, 
where he meets softly spoken Phillip Morris 
(Ewan McGregor). 

Struggles 

The attraction is instant, and Stephen 
schemes to become his lover’s cellmate. 

When he finally gains parole, Stephen poses 
as a lawyer to get Phillip out of prison early, 
but once they are united on the outside, the 


former con man struggles to mend his ways. 

Phillip lands a high-profile position as chief 
financial officer at a large corporation, where 
the temptation to embezzle is irresistible. 

When the police invariably come knocking 
for their man, Phillip is distraught: “I don’t 
care about the money,” he pleads. 

“All I want is you. I just want us to be togeth¬ 
er.” 

I Love You Phillip Morris is sweet, sexy and 
at times hilarious, posing the obvious dilem¬ 
ma: can a gay con man go straight? 

Carrey keeps his usual nervous tics and 
funny voices in check and the rapport with 



McGregor, sporting a Southern accent and 
cropped blond hair, anchors the picture. 

Ficarra and Requa treat characters with 
affection and don’t shy away from the physi- 
cality of Stephen and Phillip’s relationship, 
creating a wonderfully odd couple. 

We believe in the characters and root for 
them, even though we know that everything 
Phillip says and does is for his own financial 
and emotional gain.

Mara is perfect place to get 
great shot at some wildlife

THERE’S a knack to photo¬ 
graphing the Little Bee- 
eater. 

The picture you want is this: The 
bird is in mid-flight, its green shim¬ 
mering wings flung wide and a just- 
caught bug clamped in its beak. 

Precision timing, a steady hand 
and a little specialist knowledge are 
all essential. With the last of these, 
your pictures are transformed into 
the sort of images to grace a nature 
magazine, and without it you are 
doomed to an endless succession of 
empty branches. 

Paul Goldstein has that knowl¬ 
edge. The award-winning wildlife 
photographer who has coaxed, 
cajoled and demanded the best from 
amateur snappers for years. 

I joined one of his safaris in 
Kenya’s Masai Mara. 

Within minutes of arriving at our 
luxurious camp, we were bouncing 
along in one of Paul’s specially con¬ 
verted vehicles in pursuit of a chee¬ 
tah and her two cubs. 

After barely half an hour in Paul’s 
company, it was already abundantly 
clear he takes no prisoners. 

“Stop mincing!” he yelled, as I fum¬ 
bled with my kit while the vehicle 
jolted across the dry savannah. 

My brand new digital SLR body 
was eventually attached to a lens 
the size of a rocket launcher, bor¬ 
rowed from a fellow traveller who 
hired something even more substan¬ 
tial for this expedition. 

We found the cheetahs bathed in 
honeyed afternoon light, with the 
mother looking wistfully into the 
distance. The scene was beautiful, 
but my companions had other ideas. 

In the distance, a juicy-looking

Thomson’s gazelle grazed near a 
thicket, small and spry - an ideal 
feast for a peckish big cat. 

It was over in a second, the preda¬ 
tor so close there was barely a chase. 
However, for a novice wildlife pho¬ 
tographer, the thrill was intense. 

Only afterwards did I realise I had 
caught the action on camera: The 
cheetah lunging from a swirl of dust, 
front paws stretched out to whip the 
gazelle’s back legs from under it. 

Huge crowds of wildebeest gath¬ 
ered for annual crossings of the 
Mara heading for the Serengeti and 
Tanzania, and we watched in won¬ 
der as animals fought to cross the 
river, unperturbed as crocodiles 
picked off the occasional snack. 

Often we were still out at sunset, 


chasing the dying light for a spot to 
take in the great billowing clouds as 
they bruised against a hot red sky. 
At these times, photographs came 
second to soaking up the astonish¬ 
ing beauty of the dying Mara day 
with a cold beer. 

Much is made of the idea that we 
have progressed from shooting wild 
creatures with guns to using camera 
lenses. While there are similarities - 
you must learn an animal’s habits to 
predict its movements - hunters 
aimed to stop the wildlife in its 
tracks, but we wanted the right 
light, and of course action. 

Thanks to the eagle eyes of our 
guides, and Paul’s knowledge and 
enthusiasm, we had all in abun¬ 
dance.

Keep on top of 
your mortgage 
for right deal 

MANY homeowners are not aware of 
their mortgage rate, with the recently- 
quoted figure of 28 per cent of people 
branded “a gross underestimate”. 

More than half do not know their 
interest rate, according to Ray Boulger, 
senior technical manager at mortgage 
advice firm John Charcol. 

“In general I would say that there is a 
considerable lack of knowledge about 
people’s specific mortgage products,” he 
said. 

Mr Boulger urged homeowners to be 
aware of the interest rate they are pay¬ 
ing, as well as when their current deal 
comes to an end, to ensure they have the 
best loan to suit their needs. 

“The more notice people take of their 
various financial products, the more 
likely it is they are going to know when 
they have got a good deal and when they 
should be thinking of switching,” he con¬ 
tinued. 

Figures from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders have revealed that gross mort¬ 
gage-lending declined to about £9.1 bil¬ 
lion in January - a fall of almost a third 
on December. 

Just turn the key 
and move right in

the property market is for buyers to look 
for an apartment that is fully furnished.

Prices hit by weather 
and stamp duty rise

HOUSE prices saw a 1.5 per cent 
fall last month - the first decline 
since June 2009, according to the 
most recent figures available from 
the Halifax House Price Index. 

And in the first three weeks of March the 
trend has continued. 

But the previous seven consecutive months 
of increases mean that the average price 
remains 8 per cent above the lowest level 
reached in April 2009. 

This equates to an increase of £12,367, tak¬ 
ing the average house price to £166,857. 

Halifax has suggested that a low supply of 
properties has been a key factor in pushing up 
prices, with improvements in the market only 
recently encouraging sellers to enter the mar¬ 
ket, even if mortgage finance has remained 
difficult to secure. 

Lenders have attributed the fall to the win¬ 
try weather and the end of a temporary 
stamp-duty holiday on homes changing hands 
between £125,000 and £175,000. 

According to Halifax’s index, prices are still 
well below the level they reached in the sum¬ 
mer of 2007. 

Its figures show that from August 2007 to 
last April, prices dived by 23 per cent, wiping 
more than £45,000 off the average price of a 
property, from under £200,000 to £154,490. 

The figures show that since then, prices 
have risen by 8 per cent (£12,500), which com¬ 
mentators have attributed to low interest 
rates, improved affordability and a shortage of 
homes for sale. 

But since the start of the year there has been 
a change in the supply-and-demand balance. 

Figures from the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors suggest the recent 
improvement in market conditions has 


encouraged more homeowners to attempt to 
sell their property. As a result, the stock of 
properties available for sale increased for the 
second successive month in January. 

Halifax housing economist Martin Ellis said 
this was likely to have been a factor in 
February’s price falls: “An increase in the num¬ 
ber of properties available for sale has helped 
to reduce slightly the imbalance between sup¬ 
ply and demand. 

“At the same time, the bad weather in the 
first two months of 2010, together with the 
return of the lowest stamp-duty threshold to 
£125,000, are likely to have had an adverse 
impact on housing demand. 


“The combination of these factors appears to 
have helped to curb the upward pressure.” 

Howard Archer, chief UK economist at IHS 
Global Insight, said other factors also suggest¬ 
ed further price falls were on the cards. 

“Although the Bank of England may well 
hold off from raising interest rates until 2011, 
the overall economic environment - notably 
high unemployment likely to rise further, 
and low earnings growth - is still far from sup¬ 
portive for house prices, while credit condi¬ 
tions remain pretty tight and the stamp duty 
threshold has fallen. 

“In addition, house price/earnings ratios 
have moved back up.”

The event was held to strengthen Swale 
council’s rapport with local landlords and fea¬ 
tured talks from the Electrical Safety Council 
and the Porchlight homeless charity.

to provide tenants with safe and high-quality 
accommodation. 

Those who joined the scheme and who have 
continued to abide by the standards set are 
‘accredited’ and recognised across Kent as 
good landlords. 

David Simmons, of Swale council, said “The 
Swale Landlords Forum is a great idea. 

“The council wants to work as closely as pos¬ 
sible with landlords and tenants and reinforce 
its support of the Kent Landlords’ 
Accreditation Scheme to make sure that we do 
everything that we can to help everyone.”

Substitute Marcus Cassius worried home sup¬ 
porters four minutes from time when his pace 
saw him go through on goal but was denied by 
the legs of goalkeeper Ross Flitney. 

With the game heading towards a goalless 


draw, Moore stmck deep into injuiy-time. A 
Southall free-kick was headed by Joe Tabiri and 
the rebound fell to the midfielder, who slotted 
home to spark wild celebrations. 

Dover boss Hessenthaler was delighted to pick 
up another crucial three points to move his side 
into fourth spot, but is concerned by the amount 
of injuries his side are picking up.

JAMES Everitt’s contentious 
injury-time penalty reignited ten- 
man Folkestone Invicta’s Ryman 
South title hopes days after their 
challenge appeared to be stalling.
